The Hague, May 2 —The possibility 
that Germany's peace terms may be 
known to the entire world within the 
next 48 hours was the all-absorbing 
topic of Interest in all circles today. 
If, as reported from Berlin, Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Holwegg 
addresses

Reichstag on Germany’s war aims to­ 
morrow he it expected to make an 
ImpoAant announcement on the mil­ 
itary situation at the same time. 
In the meanwhile, Austria’s kee*' 
ness for peace is causing considerable 
friction la the relations of th« cen­ 
tral «nptrK 
Inspired wrtUW* t*-«*e 
Vienn** press, declaring that Austria 
Hungary could accept peace without 
annexation, caused much dissatisfac­ 
tion tn political circles in Berlin. 
Despite the declarations of naval 
men that the submarine warfare Is 
winning the war and a statement by 
military men that the situation on ail 
fronts is favorable, the Remands upon 
the chancellor that he give in derail 
the peace terras of Germany have bean 
growing steadily In pressure. 
There are rumors of a political cris­ 
is in Germany and even Von Hinden- 
burg, the idol of the empire, is com­ 
ing in for criticism.

nacy, the cars with which they bad re­ 
mained almost alone In charge of the 
.children and the booty. After the wom­ 
en It was necessary to exterminate the 
Jtounds, who defended their masters’ 
bodies. Here again the figures of the 
historians are absurd, although they 
differ. The most efltravagktit ruis»* the 
number of barbarians slain to 200,004 
illld that of .the prisoners to 80,400; 

In 
any case the curnage whs great, for 
the battle field, where all these corpses 
rested without burial, rotting In the 
sun and rain, got the name of Cutnpl 
Putrid!, or Fields of Putreflcatlon, a 
name traceable even nowadays la that 
of Ponrrierea, a neighboring village.’’

as the clim ate will permit, thus giv­ 
ing a longer growing season 
and a 
greater yield of hay. 
The seed may 
be planted in drills or broadcast. They 
are so expensive at present It Is ad­ 
visable to plant In drills about 30 in­ 
ches apart using 2 to 6 pounds of seed 
per acre. 
Two or thFee cultivations 
should be given. 
When seed are not 
too expensive It may be profitable to 
broadcast at the rate of 20 pounds of 
seed per acre. 
For hay, the grass should be cut as 
noon as it la headed out; for seed, 
when most of the seed are ripe. Three 
cuttings may usually be made after 
•arly plantings. 
In som e .sections four 
cuttings are made by cutting earlier 
than recommended above.
